Some successful Broadway m usicals have produced 
only one enduring song while others have turned out 
several showtime classics. 
“ Show Boat” belongs to the latter category. Composer 
Jerom e Kern and lyricist Oscar Ham m erstein II filled 
the stage version of Edna Ferber’s classic novel with 
everlasting tunes — among them “OI’ Man R iver,” 
“ Make Believe,” “Can’t Help Lovin’ Dat Man,” “ Why 
Do I Love You” and “ You Are Love.” 
The musical first appeared on Broadway in 1927. 
beyond the memory of most of today’s show business 
fans. But you don’t have to be in an old folks’ home to 
rem em ber the first movie version which starred Allan 
Jones, Irene Dunne, Paul Robeson and Helen Morgan. 
The Victrola America historic recording of “ Show 
B oat” (RCA AVMl-1741) rightfully is billed as a 
collector’s item. It is not a playback of one perform ance 
of the show but a m erging of the songs recorded by a 
num ber of artists. 
Helen Morgan, who became an overnight star in the 
original version, will be heard singing “Can’t Help 
Lovin’ Dat Man” and “ Bill.” Patrice Munsel and Robert 
M errill were stars of the Metropolitan Opera back in 
1956 when they recorded “You Are Love” and “ Make 
Believe.” Merrill solos on “Till Good Luck Comes My 
W ay” and duets with Dorothy Kirsten, also of the Met, 
on “ Why Do I Love You.” 
Howard Keel, who was the lead in a later movie 
version, sings “ I Have the Room Above” and Gogi 
G rant produced a show-stopper on “ Nobody Else But 
M e,” 
which Kern 
wrote long 
after 
the original 
perform ance. 
And no recording of “Show Boat” would be right 
without Paul Robeson singing “OI’ Man River.” He 
recorded it in 1928 after he was unable to appear in the 
original cast because of previous contl act com mitm ents. 
If “ Show Boat” evokes nostalgic visions for the older 
listeners, “Slumber P arty ’57” (M ercury SRMl-1097) 
should do the sam e for those over 30. 
The soundtrack from the movie replays such hit songs 
of the ‘50s as “Sh-Boom” by the Crew Cuts, "G reat 
Balls of F ire” and “ B reathless” by Jerry Lee Lewis, 
“The G reat Pretender” by The P latters and “Chantilly 
Lace” by the Big Bopper. 
And then there’s “Hey Paula” by Paul and Paula, 
“Breaking Up Is Hard to Do” by Jiv in ’ Gene and The 
Jo k ers,” “ Running B ear” by Johnny Preston and “ My 
Boyfriend’s Back” by the Angels. 
Almost 20 years have gone by since Louis Arm strong 
and Ella Fitzgerald recorded the songs from “Porgy and 
B ess.” The Norman Granz production of 1957 is 
available again on a two-record album (Verv VE-22507). 
Ella sings all the fem ale parts while Satchmo does the 
m ale honors.

How to Stop Throat Spasms 


About once a month I get a 
spasm of the throat and my air 
passage becomes completely 
closed. I cannot catch my 
breath. It Is a very frightening 
experience. I almost become 
unconscious. My doctor says 
that nothing can be done about 
it but that it is not dangerous 
and that I will not choke to 
death. Any comments? — Mrs. 
V.B.D., Neb. 
Dear Mrs. D.: 
I know how terrifying the 
feeling is because it has hap­ 
pened to me on two occasions in 
my life. 
When one is eating or chewing 
or drinking and talking at the 
same time, some food or liquid 
may drop down onto the vocal 
cords and cause a severe 
spasm. 
This 
is 
nature’s 
mechanism to stop food going 
down into the lungs rather than 
into 
the 
esophagus 
and 
stomach. 
I have found a simple method 
that works for me and for some 
of my patients who complain of 
the frightening sensations you 
describe. In the absence of any 
disease, and I gather there is 
none in your case, may I 
suggest that you try the 
follow mg. 
When a spasm occurs, try to 
breath in and out through your 
mouth or nose for a moment or 
two 
without 
swallowing 
anything. Even swallowing 
saliva will start the spasm all 
over again. Many people who 


watch you during these spasms 
will try to induce you to swallow 
liquid. This will make you more 
uncomfortable by starting the 
spasm again. 
Try it. It is simple, safe and it 
works. 


We’ve heard all kinds of 
reports about how bad smoking 
is but we’ve heard nothing 
about the hazards of chewing 
tobacco and sniffing snuff. Can 
these be harmful too? — Mrs. 
C.B., Mich. 
Dear Mrs. B.: 
The tobacco that is chewed 
does not enter the lungs and 
consequently does not affect as 
directly the bronchial tubes and 
the lungs as does the smoking of 
tobacco. Yet the tars, the 
nicotine, and the other toxins 
are absorbed into the blood 
stream in those who chew 
tobacco. 
Similarly, those who sniff 
snuff (tobacco) are absorbing a 
great deal of the tars and 
nicotine through the mucous 
membrane lining of the nose. 
Those people who are known 
to be allergic or hypersensitive 
to tobacco are misleading 
themselves in the belief that 
they are not exposing them­ 
selves to the other dangers of 
tobacco by chewing it or sniff­ 
ing snuff.

A cquired in 1925, it is one 
of the oldest facilities a d m in istered by the 
Indiana D ep artm en t of N atu ral R esources. In 
the

cam p site s, fishing, sw im m ing and sailing. In 
the w in ter L ake Ja m e s is tra n sfo rm e d into a 
1,677 a c re sk atin g rink with plenty of room for 
ice-boating as well 
When snow is on the 
ground toboggan riders m ay speed down a 
1,700 tw in slide and ski en th u sia sts have four 
ski tra ils to choose from . H orseback riding 
sw itches to sleigh riding, and h ik ers find the 
old Indian tra ils teem ing w ith a different kind 
of w ildlife for study. 
A fter a d ay in the cold, v isito rs m ay return 
to the w arm firesides at P o tta w a tta m i Inn, 
and then m ay rem em b er th at th e p ark took its 
nam e from th e last two C hiefs of this tribe of 
In d ia n s, 
L eo p o ld an d S im o n 
P o k ag o n . 
H istorians 
attrib u te 
the 
peaceful 
tra n s­ 
form ation of this countryside from red to 
white to th is fath er and son. 
Leopold Pokagon w as a C hippew a orphan 
cap tu red by a P o ttaw attan i ch ief about 1875 
and then adopted as his heir. F o r 42 y ears he 
served his sm all tribe of 300 a s a highly 
respected lead er. A lthough he nev er con 
verted to th e ir religion, he a g ain and again 
begged th e Je su it F ath ers to com e am ong his 
people an d teach them to live a s the w hite 
m an did so the children of the trib e would not 
perish in this new world they w ere creating. 
When the old Chief died the F a th e r ’s took his 
son Sim on an d educated him at N otre D am e 
for th ree y e a rs. He went on to spent another 
year at O berlin College and tw o m o re y ears at 
T w insburg, Ohio 
In the m ean tim e the P o tta w a tta m i had

By the end of su m m er the tw o young people 
w ere deeply in love, but Sim on felt it w as his 
duty to continue his stu d ies and returned to 
T w insburg and school. T hroughout the fall 
an d w inter Simon arg u ed w ith him self about 
his love, and finally when sp rin g cam e he w as 
convinced it would last. H e left school and 
w ent back to the woods to find her. The 
m o th er approved the m a rria g e and having 
d e clared their sincere vow s before h er and 
the G reat S pirit above, w ent off by them 
selves to build their own w igw am . It would be 
nice to say the lodge of b ark and poles w as 
built in Pokagon P ark , but such is not the 
case. It w as in P o ttaw attam i V illage just 
a c ro ss the sta te line in M ichigan. 


H ere Sim on labored for his people, trying to 
get the U nited S tates g o v ern m en t to pay them 
the m oney owed for the v ast tra c t of land his 
fath er had deeded to the gov ern m en t for 3 
cen ts an a c re - a tract th at contained the city 
of U hicago. Tw ice he visited A braham L in­ 
coln in the W hite House and la te r he m et with 
P re sid en t G rant 
F or his effo rts he w as 
aw ard ed a p artial paym ent of $39,000 in 1866 
but stru g g led until 1896 to get a court order for 
final paym ent. 


D uring these y ears Sim on also labored for 
hi-, c h u rch , tran slatin g the L atin of the p riests 
into his n ativ e tongue for his trib esm en and 
playing the organ at all se rv ices. He also 
fought a stro ng fight against the sa le of liquor, 
“ the b ev erag e of hell” to his people. 
W hen the Chicago W orld’s F a ir w as held in 
1893, Sim on petitioned unsuccessfully to have 
a d isp lay of the Indian's co ntributions to this 
p art 
of 
the country 
he 
loved 
included. 
H ow ever he w as invited to a tte n d and ring for 
the first tim e a new L iberty Bell cast for the 
occasion. F or tho occasion he w rote a poem 
called “ T he Red M an’s G re e tin g " and had it 
published on w hite birch b ark instead of 
p ap er, the birch bark being m o re ap p ro p riate 
for Indian things. Copies of this book sold for 
50 cen ts. A n ew sp ap erm an ’s account of his 
reactio n w hen reading this g reetin g said, “ No 
w ords of m ine can tell the p ath o s of this tiny 
book It seem s to be a cry of anguish from the 
red 
m a n 's 
h eart...an d 
ab ounds 
in 
rich 
m etap h o r and the eloquence of th e aboriginal 
ra c e ” P o ets of the tim e called him the 
“ Longfellow of his ra c e ." 


It w ould be nice to report th at Sim on and his 
Lonidaw

and w as said to have died of a broken h eart 
over the loss of her two ch ild ren 
Sim on lived to a ripe old a g e of 80 and died 
on the reserv atio n in M ichigan still preaching 
to the en d , “ The red m en and the w hite m en 
a re b ro th e rs, and God is the fa th e r of us a ll.”

Meharry Medical College is celebrating its 100th birthday this 
year and will dedicate the Harold West Basic Science Center to 
highlight a two day symposium on science and health. 
The M eharry Medical College has a high rating among 
medical schools but it has a special significance for Mr. and 
Mrs. Buford Taylor, Sr., of 612 East Ninth Street. 
Their son, Dr. John Charles Taylor is an assistant professor, 
department of pathology at the College. He is also the consultant 
at the Clover Bottom Development Center at Donelson, Ten­ 
nessee, and is a special lecturer at the School of Dentistry, 
Meharry Medical College. 
Dr. John is a native of Rushville and graduated from Rush­ 
ville High School. He is a veteran of the Air Force from 1951 to 
1955. His undergraduate degree was taken at Fisk University in 
Nashville and his D D .S. Degree, from Meharry Medical 
College in 1961. While in service, he made excellent use of op­ 
portunities for higher education and attended Sophia University 
in Tokyo, Japan, the School of Prosthetics in Montgomery 
Alabama, the School of Dental Assistants at the Great Lakes 
Naval Training Center, and the University of Southern 
California. 
The year following his graduation from Meharry, he was 
appointed instructor in the Department of Pathology at the 
Medical School. During the years he has been honored in many 
ways. He has served on their college recruitm ent committee, 
their commencement and Convocation Committee, the Meharry 
Medical College Centennial, the Dental Treatm ent Planning 
Council, assisted in the Dental Curriculum and the Medical 
Curriculum. 
He has published many papers on dental research and at 
present is working on a syllabus of General Pathology for 
Dentistry. 
Between 1967 and 1970, he was the recipient of a National 
Institute of Health Research Grant. 
The new Harold West Basic Science Center which will be 
dedicated this year is named for the first black president of 
Meharry Medical College. He was a dedicated educator and 
nationally known in research. The center will house a school of 
graduate studies, a modern laboratory, and research facilities, 
teaching, and office space. 
This past week Dr. Taylor was in Rushville visiting his 
parents, his brother and family. He has many friends in Rush­ 
ville. 
He has many interests, one hobby is collecting oriental works 
of art, and collecting eighteenth and nineteenth century Scottish 
paintings. 
A recent letter from the U.S. Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service gives the newest statistics on how a farm 
family spends their income. 
A survey of 2600 farm families was made in 1973. More than 
$11,000 was paid out for day-to-day living expenses. Tran­ 
sportation was the No. I cost. Almost one third was spent for 
transportation Housing, general home repair, mortgages, and 
home furnishings swallowed up just over a fifth of the pretax 
income. Sixteen percent of their pr?tax income was spent for 
groceries. Clothing made up the fourth largest item with 
females over 16 and males spending practically the sam e 
amount. 
This survey continues to list the amount spent for other items 
It would be interesting to compare this with the way Rush 
County farm ers spent gr«ws income for 1975 and 1976

“Early in the 1820’s, when the 
first wave of professional 
weavers began to appear in 
Indiana, they found a good 
potential market waiting for 
them ," states Pauline Mont­ 
gomery, Cambridge City, who 
has done extensive research and 
written a book on coverlets. 
Prior to their a rriv al, all 
household 
fabrics had 
been 
produced in the pioneer home. 
“The coverlet was one of the 
few ways in which the pioneer 
housewife could, in 
either 
pattern or color, exercise any 
real creativity. Also, the coming 
of the professional weaver lifted 
a time-consuming chore from 
her 
already 
overburdened 
shoulders,” she said. 
Moving into small Indiana 
ru ral 
com m unities, 
the 
professional weaver of the 
1820’s and early 1830’s set up his 
loom and advertised in the 
county paper that he 
“was 
prepared in the neatest and best 
fashion” to weave articles for 
the home. 
According to Mrs. M ont­ 
gom ery, 
another group of 
professional weavers appeared 
in Indiana in the late 1830’s— 
men from the British Isles and 
Germany who had served long 
apprenticeship training in the 
use of the jacquard "m achine.” 
This machine made is possible 
for them to weave elaborate 
scrolls, trees, flowers, birds as 
well as complex geom etric 
designs. 
The housewife could visit the 
weaver’s shop and, from his 
samples or pattern books, select 
patterns or borders for her 
coverlet. It didn’t m atter to the 
woman choosing her field and 
then her borders that often they 
bore little or no relationship at 
each other in scale or content, 
Mrs Montgomery explains. 
The w eaver reserved the 
blocks in the two lower corners 
for his trademark—either his 
name, county and state, or 
motifs such as flowers, ships or 
urns. 
A good weaver could weave a 
coverlet in one day. He charged 
$5, a good daily wage for the 
weaver who usually had two or 
more looms working, producing 
other goods as well. 
The first shot fired on Fort 
Sumter rang the death knell of 
Indiana coverlet weaving at 
the 
hand-powered 
loom. 
Eftorts to pick up and go on 
after the war were futile, as 
increased mechanization and 
changing tastes brought to an 
end Indiana’s era of coverlet 
weaving.

They 
like to feel they’re right up with 
the times in their thinking, but 
they’re not. They’re like all 
other ballplayers of the past. 
They’d rather fight than con­ 
fess they feel any pressure. 
Tug McGraw is the exception. 
The 
Phillies’ 
lefty 
reliever 
comes right out and says he 
has been feeling a whole lot 
more pressure the past two 
weeks, during which the club 
watched an eight-game losing 
streak 
shrink 
its

“Certainly I feel the press­

Hanoi Gives Washington List Of American Dead |V A L 


PARIS (U PI) — In another

“ I was very tired ,’’ the 51- 
year-old form er “ Zero” fighter 
pilot said Monday after his 34- 
hour, 4,000-mile journey from 
Tokyo. 
Kawamoto,

shooting down 19 Allied planes 
during the w ar, still had IOO 
gallons of fuel in his single­ 


engine 
Comanche 
260 
craft 
when he landed at a sm all 
northern California airfield. His 
original destination had been 
Seattle, Wash 
“ I did it for the Bicentennial 
sp irit,” said Kawamoto, whom 
air 
traffic 
controllers 
said 
dozed off and became disorient­ 


ed as he approached the coast 
and began to descend while still 
IOO m iles at sea. 
“ His destination was Seattle 
bul he started heading south,” 
said federal aviation officials at 
the flight 
control 
center 
in 
Oakland, Calif. 
Kawam oto stumbled w earily 
out of his cram ped blue-and- 
white airplane, which had been 
converted to carry extra fuel 
and at first w asn't sure w here 
he was. 
He looked 
around, 
brushed his rumpled business 
suit and sm iled, saying it was 
air controllers who guided him 
to the wrong landing site. 
The flier, who recently began 
operating 
a 
flight 
training 
school at Buena Park, Calif 
said he ate very little en route 
for fear it would lull him to 
sleep. K aw am oto said he drank 
a quart of w ater and a q u art of 
Japanese tea along with nib­ 
bling a dish of rice. 
He said the worst part of the 
transpacific flight was over the 
Aleutians, where he w orried 
about getting lost because of 
low clouds and poor visibility 
The 
FAA 
said 
Kawamoto 
dozed off "several tim es” while 
they w ere in radio contact with 
him, 
which 
was 
the 
m ain 
reason they decided he should 
head for the nearest airfield. 
“ He w as .sleepy and disorien­ 
ted,” said Robert Downing, a 
flight service officer at

fieki “ But he landed norm ally 
and the plane had plenty of fuel 
MI 
Kawamoto, who made good 
Hight tim e with the help of a 
brisk tail wind, received an 
escort of two m ilitary planes as 
he approached the coast, the 
FAA said 
Kawamoto said although he 
prepared for six months for the 
flight, he w asn ’t able to sleep 
prior to takeoff because of 30 
hours 
of 
frantic 
activity, 
including publicity appearances 
in Tokyo.
